fn a fit of Jealousy and anger, Sadie 


Stiner, 28, fired a revolver bullet in-

to the head of her husband, Lewis 
Stiner, 35, Tuesday morning at 6:25 
o'clock in the kitchen of their home 
on the William Moore farm near Rock 
Run. Stiner is in a critical condition 
at the City hospital and his wife is 
lodged iu the county jail. It is alleged 
that Mrs. Stiner Had made numerous 
threats to kill ''her husband be'cause 
he continued to associi^a- with his for- 
mer 
wife,, who is now married to 


Cyrus Dickerson and resides at Zanes- 
ville. 


Stiner had been away from 'home 


since Saturday, 
according to Mrs. 


Stiner's story to Sheriff Earl Cullisou, 
following the shooting. It is said that 
he left Coshocto'n Saturday morning 
in company with his brother, Charles 
Stiner, and went to Newark to see 
Mrs.

ting on a stand. He arose and walk: 
ed a short distance and lay on the 
floor. He did not lose consciousness.

geons deeming it inadvisable to at- 
tempt to remove the other two pieces

OST of the candidates for county commissioner before the 


recent prima^ declared in favor of more gravel and less 


brick and cement roads. It remains to be seen if those elected 
will be as staunch in that belief after they are elected as they 
were before they were nominated. 
There is no question but that the people of Coshocton-co 


are tired of spending relatively enormous sums of money to get 
only a few miles of improved highway. In both town and coun- 
try districts there is general agreement that the wisest policy for 
the county to pursue is to use gravel and thus get more miles of 
highway for the same money. 


There is probably much to commend in that stand, but if 


that should be the future policy of our people then one further 
fact should be borne in mind: NO MATTER HOvV 
MUCH 


GRAVEL HIGHWAY IS CONSTRUCTED THESE HIGHWAYS 
NO MORE THAN THE RAILWAYS WILL MAINTAIN THEM- 
SELVES. There are examples all over the county where good 
gravel roads have been made and not a single penny ever spent 
on their maintenance until they were completely worn out thru 
use and neglect—principally the latter. 


And speaking of the railways, don't they teach us many 


useful lessons not only in road building, but in road main- 
tenance? Did any one ever see a railway lay bnc-k or concrete 
foundation for their rails? And yet that is one of the arguments 
of those who oppose gravel roads. They urge that our traffic 
has become so heavy that gravel will not hold it up. But no one 
will say that traffic over our roads is as heavy as that over our 
railways, yet the latter use gravel and crushed stone exclusively 
for their basic building materials. 


The one big difference, however, between the county's 


gravel road construction and thajs of the railway's is that the 
former dumps on the gravel and forgets about it, while the lat- 
ter dumps on the gravel and then ceaselessly keeps at il, tamp- 
ing it under ties, keeping the spaces between tho ties filled to 
the top, then dumping on more gravel or stone and then repeat- 
ing this procss week after week, month after month and year 
after year with the result that in winter as well as summer, the 
railways always have an approximately perfect roadbed. 


If the same system of supervision were used on our country 


roads that is used on the railways the same satisfactory results 
could be secured. It is estimated by competent engineers and 
practical road builders that the first cost of good gravel roads in 
this county will run anywhere from $3,000 to $6,000 a miio. 
The latter expenditure is guaranteed to build n much heavier 
and more substantial road than any gravel read v. o now have. 


It is further declared by the advocates of gra\ol that the 


maintenance of such a road is comparatively little, if competent 
supervisors are employed and kept constantly at work. Such a 
system is already in operation in many counties in West Virginia 
and is said to produce splendid results. Deeply graveled roads 
are parcelled out in districts after the manner of railroad sec- 
tions and put in charge of farmers living within the district. 


These section supervisors arc gi\on several miles to look 


after and often with one horse and a few simple and inexpensive 
road building tools produce amazing results. The: o district .su- 
perintendents are under the direction of one competent county 
engineer and of course, are required to m;i'nt:iin certain lived 
standards of roadway on the agreed appropriation from count\ 
road funds. 


The secret of this system, like Iho railway system, lies in 


constantly keeping at it. Tho counties whore tho system is most 
successfully applied are like this county, they have at hand 
abundant quantities of good gravel. After the 'first cost it is said 
thfse roads can be kept in approximately perfect condition the 
year round with comparatively small expenditure. 


We believe some such system as above roughly outlined 


will prove the solution of the road building problem hero in Co- 
shocton-co. 
It at least is worth trying. 
The advocates of 


gravel say that roads just as substantial in resisting hoa\y traffic, 
and even more satisfactory to automobilists, can be buiJdod out 
of their material as we are now getting in such limited mileage 
in the foim of brick or cement roads. 


If that is true then for the money wo are nov\ spending for 


a few scattered miles of brick and concrete roads wo could, in 
the course of ten or fifteen years, secure fine gravel roads, not 
only on the main thorofares, but on tho principal township roads 
as well 
If so, then wo submit that tho experiment is well worth 
a trial. 


We know that this proposition will be fiercely fought by 


many so called engineers and expert road builders.' These lat- 
ter should have their hearing, but when nil is said and done it 
should be the duty of the county commissioners to weigh Avell 
the arguments on both sides. By so doing the people could 
finally learn whether the engineers and "experts" are talking 
hard sense and expressing their own honest judgment or are 
merely the mouthpieces uf the powerful corporations whose 
chief concern is not the welfare and happiness of the people of 
our own community, but the sale of their'high-priced materials
